The Probable Policy. 

Our readers will bave noticed an or- 
der. which we recently publisbed, where- 
by it will be seen that the War Depart- 
ment has authorized the organization of 
a Volvoteer Regiment of Engineers for 
service on the Plains. This step indi- 

- cates the immediate future policy to be 
pursued with regard to these vast re- 
gions. now rapidly developing into im- 

portance and requiring more careful at- 
tention at the hands of the Government 
-than has been hitherto bestowed. 

The large National debt left upon our 
hands by the late war, will require the 

- practice of rigid economy in its liquida- 
tten and a wise management of our af- 
fairs will doubtless endeavor to call into 
existence every available means to assist 
io the herenlean task. To this end it is 
fair to presume that measures will! be in- 
wugurated te epen up and develope that 
immense portiomof the National domain, 
iacluding the Territories of these inte- 
raor regions, abounding in sources of 
wealth, that only await the magic tonch 
of improvement to cluster the deeerts 
with prosperous cemmunities and add 
sew emblems to the galaxy. bright 
which pow shed their lustre over the 
Banner of Stars. 

The first object will be to secure be- 
yond danger of serious molestation, the 
great Overland thoroughfare and, to 
this end, we think it will be made the 
business o! the corps of Engeneers. a 

‘ bout to be organized, to build a chain 
of military posts along the present route 
and near that of the advancing rail-road, 
wherever the Indians have manifested a 
hostile disposition towards settlers or 
emigrants.

In the mean time. itis preb 
able, that a considerable military force 
will be kept up, not only along the 
Overland route, but wherever the secur- 
ity ef iafast communities may require. 
The cost of such an enlightened policy 
on the part of the Government would be 
trival compared to the incalculable bene- 
fits, public and private, that, it would 
ensure. So far us fhe Government is 
evncerned, the mineral resorces of the | 
evuntry are a fruitful source of revenue, 
hitherto entirely neglected. Under the 
pressureof a heavy National debt this 

dunttention cannot be expeeted much 
te continue.
